The awakening was harsh and rude. 
_Only two weeks after the solemn declara- 
tion of Reston that “all is well in China” 
the whole structure blew up leaving the

That such ingratitude was entirely unex- 
pected proves the fact that the Time maga- 
zine did not dare to mention this part. of 
the speech, although its details were faith- 
fully reported. 

Did Chou break his promise, or the re- 
grouped since Lin Piao’s downfall Peking 
government changed its mind and instructed 
its delegate, Chiao Kuan-hua, to act in a 
different way?

“Sign of the Times,” in conjunction with 
“When Peter Is Not in Rome” and “Eclipse 
of the Church,” completes a trilogy which 
constitutes a record on the present state of 
the church.
